THE WATER SUPPLY. 


A Look at the City’s Present 
Systems. 


* 
WHAT THEY ARE, WHAT THEY DO, 


And the Needed Improvements in 
Progress Quarter Million of 
Dollars in Course of Ex- 
penditure. 


In view of the recent agitation of the 
water question—the general protest 
againt the exactions and inefficiency 
of at least one of the ld “companies— 
and the talk about establishing one or 
several new systems, either by the 
city or by corporations, the subject of 
domestic water supply has become one 
of paramount interest in Los Angeles. 
In the endeavor to lay this matter 
clearly and fully before the people TII 
TIMES concluded to begin at the be- 
ginning, and investigate the systems at 
present in use. As a starter in this 
direction a reporter was assigned the 
duty of visiting the dp works for 
the Angeles City ater Com- 

any—the oldest and by far the largest 
ocal system—and it was made his duty 
to report upon their condition and ca- 
pacity. 

The officers of the water,compan 
were entirely willing that the investi- 
gation should be made. An afternoon 
was given up to the business, and a 
TiMEs reporter drove up the river al- 
most seven miles to Crystal Springs, 
the source of supply for the system, 
viewing en route the conduit in pres- 
ent use, and the work already far ad- 
vanced of providing another conduit, 
so that the quantity of water furnished 
may be practically doubled. 

A BIT OF nisrokx. 

By way of premise, a little look into 
the earlier history of the city of Los 
Angeles becomes necessary. Away 
back in 1865, when this was half Mex- 
ican pueblo and halt American fron- 
tier town, the works which had been 
evolved by the city authorities for do- 
mestic supply did not amount to 
much. They consisted of a 
pile dam in the river near 
the place where the Buena Vista-street 
bridge now stands, and the water thus 
raised and accumulated was used to 
turn a wheel and pump a supply high 
enough to discharge it into a wooden 
pipe. Thence it was carried down 
through the pueblo, just how far his- 
tory sayeth not, but one authority holds 
that the pipe ran as far as the junction 


ver of Spring and Main streets, where 


the Temple block now stands. J. L. 
Sainsevain had originally contracted 
with the city to lay down 1500 feet of 

ipe and take a lease of the system, 

ut it seems that he failed, and Don 
David Alexander, of happy memory, 
came to the rescue and took his place. 
Don David was to have the 
1500 feet of wooden pipes laid 
and everything in shape to give 
the pueblo a first-class water 
supply by the Ist day of May, A.D. 
1865. He was to supply the 1 with 
water for publie purposes free of charge, 
pay a royaity or rental of $1000 a year, 

ave an exciusive lease and franchise 
for four years with a privilege of six 
more if he wished it, and at the ex- 
piration of ten years, the works 
te belong to the city. 

NOT A “FAT TAKE.” 

Don David probably did not have a 
very fat contract in supplying water at 
a fixed price to the people of the pueblo, 
for it appears that he voluntarily sur- 
rendered his rights and privileges in 
about three years, and a new contract 
was made by the city with John 8. 
Griffin, Prudent Beaudry and Solomon 
Lazard, who, in turn became the les- 
sees of the domestic water sys- 
tem. They obligated themselves 
to remove the reservoir from 
the public plaza, to lay it off in suit- 
able walks and to erect in the center 
thereof a fountain; also, to take up the 
wooden pipes of the system and re- 
place them with iron pipes, and, in 
plus of all this, to pay the city $400 a 
year rental. Their contract was to run 
thirty years from July 22, 1868, and 
they were not to interfere with the ir- 
rigation system, but to supply water 
for domestic purposes at prices to be 
fixed by the city authorities, provided 
they should not be lower than formerly 
charged. 

The City Water Company is the cor- 
porate successor of Griffin, Beaudry 
and Lazard, and ia still operating 
under that original agreement with the 


city. 
A NEW SYSTEM. 

But, of the original system of water 
works, not a vestige remains. The 
wooden pipes were taken up, as pro- 
vided for; the plaza reservoir was 
abandoned and filled up, and then 
along came a flood and washed the 
pile dam out of the river, and, it is 
presumed, carried away the flutter 
wheel so that the place which ence 
knew it shall know it no more forever. 
It was a good thing, for the old sys- 
tem had seen its day, and the then 
growing town demanded something 
better. 

The improvement included not only 
the laying down of iron pipes and the 
extending of the distributing system 
but a new reservoir was constructed 
bigh in the hills near the river, and a 


ditch, which was dug along the bluff 
for, a distance of about five 
miles, brought by gravitation 


4 supply from the river 
taken out at Los Feliz ranch. That 
system, with constant extension and 
improvements, and the addition of an- 
other reservoir and a detached system 
of pipes for East Los Angeles, served 
its purpose until about three anda 
half years ago, when 

ANOTHER RADICAL IMPROVEMENT 
was effected. This consisted of layin 
down immense mains (twenty-two 
inches) through the central part of 
town, enlarging and improving the 
reservoirs and constructing a flume all 
the way from the source of supply to 
the reservoir, so that the water could 
be brought down entirely under cover. 
A tunnel halfa mile long was also 
bored through a hill near the Feliz 
rauch in order to shorten the distance 
und make the line secure from wash- 
outs. The company expended in im- 

rovements outlined above about four 

undred and twenty-iive thousand 
dollars. But a greater advance 
than any of these was the secur- 
ing of a Slarger tract of water- 
bearing lands adjacent to the river 
in which was developed the Crystal 
Springs, which now furnish the water 
for the system. It was found, as settle- 
ment increased along the river, the 
water became foul, and this, in connec- 
tion with those times of rain when the 
water was naturally muddy, made it 
really unserviceable for seven months 
of the year. The development of Crys- 
tal Springs was a most happy device. 
The water is thus taken pure and lim- 
pid as it comes up through the sand, 
and, being completely covered, it is 
brought to the city in as pure a state as 
it isucw possible to obtain water. 

So much by way of history; now a

brief statement of What the reporter 
saw during bis jaunt tie other day: 
CRYSTAL SPRINGS. 

The water-bearing lands already re- 
ferred to comprise about four bun- 
dred acres Of sandy bottom, being a 
part of the Los Feliz faneho, and com- 
prehending a little ¥ on the line 
the river. 8, * not 

orming a cienega marsh, have an 
unexhaustible of water, 
which undoubtedly gomes from 
storehouses of the mountains behind. 
This flow is by an elaborate 
system of “bi pipes. These are 
2-inch vitrified pi laid in 
all directions through fhe lands, and 
all communicating with mains which 
lead to an inlet tower. Tus pipes are 
laid dowo with loose joints, packed 
about with gravel, titus allowing the 
water to percolate 1 and enter 
the pipes all along the Hine. Several 
miles of these pipes form a ganglion, 
whose output amounts g not less than 
10,000,000 gallons & y, to be in- 
creased to 20,000,000 summer and 
is a brick structure, 23 by 24 feet in 
surface dimensions, with the founda- 
tions sunk to bedrock, aud containing 
in effect a high basement and a 

round floor. The basement is divided 
nto various compartments, separated 
by stout brick walls and communicat- 
ing with each other by iron gates. 
Six 24-inch pipes—the mains of 
the “bleeding’’ system referred to— 
enter the inlet tower on one side, dis- 
charging in pairs into separate com- 
partments. four of them were 
pouring their flood into the tower when 
the reporter visited the place, the 
other two being held im reserve for 
enlargements of the system now in 
progress.

GOOD ENOUGH TO. DRINK.

The head of its system being thus so 
badly washed out, the company did 
not propose to take any more such 
chances, but proceeded to build the in- 
let tower before alluded to, which is 
founded on a rock and cannot be 
washed out by any ordinary flood. As 
an additional safeguard the ground 
where it was located is to be surround- 
ed by sheet piling. A pile-driver 
(which, by the way, is President Perry’s 
own invention and a very iugenious 
device) is already on the ground, put- 
ting in its best licks. 

ON ITS WAY DOWN. 

Immediately after leaving the inlet 
tower, the water takes a tunnel which 
goes under the point of a high-hill and 
is 3400 feet long, having recently been 
extended at both ends. Jt became 
necessary to tuunel through this hill in 
order to avoid the dangerous ground 
between the hill and the river, where 
any system would be in danger durin 
periods of high water. The tunne 
was bored through rock, and thus has 
been in use for several years. but tke 
company has concluded to line it with 
brick the entire length, and is now 
making preparations to that end. A 
million brick have accordingly been 
burned especially for the purpose, and 
a flume is .n course of construction 
around the point of the hill, in order 
to carry a supply while the work of 
lining the tunnel is in progress. This 
flume will remain à part of the 
system for alternative use. Its 
conduit will be raised about six 2 
however, and its special. province wil 
be to carry water from the Ferguson 
lands already mentioned to the Darby 
reservoir, thus forming the special 
high service. The fume is an excellent 
piece of workmanship, and, as fat as 
constructed, carries water without 
leaking a drop. 

SOUTH OF THE TUN NET. 

The lower end of the tunnel emerges 
from the hill in a cut about twenty-two 
feet below the surface of the ground, 
and thence for a quarter of a mile or 
so a submerged ang now carries the 
supply. Then the, ume comes near 
the surface and so bontinues the rest 
of the distance to the reservoir in the 
city. This flume has a capacity of 
eleven million gallons a day, and 
now carries all the water sup- 
plied by the system. The flume, 
as stated, was a part of the improve- 
ments of three years and a half ago. 
It has been in every way satisfactory. 


and brings the water closed in and 
well tected all the way from the 
tunnel to the city reservoir. 

But a great improvement over the 
flume is now in process of completion. 
This consists of 


A CONCRETE AND BRICK CONDUIT 
for over half a mile below the tunnel, 
and thence a 44-inch iron main the 
rest of the distance to the city. The 
lower end of the tunnel, as stated, 
emerges from the hill twenty-two feet 
below the surface of the ground, and 
from this point it skirts along the face 
of the bluff for half a mile with a cut 
varying from five to thirty feet in 
depth. A large force of men is now 
employed making the excavation, and 
laying a strong brick and concrete con- 
duit at the bottom. The floor is laid 
in the form of an inverted arch with 
eight inches of concrete; the sides, also 
ef concrete, rise perpendicularly 
eighteen inches and are surmounted by 
a 12-inch arch of brick. 

The conduit is a staunch piece of 
work and is built for alltime. Itis 
laid higher up the bluff than the flume 
and hence necessitates an extension of 
the tunnel at the lower end. 

A BIG PIPE. 

lower end of the conduit joins 
with a 44-inch iron main, as already 
stated. \This is as large an iron pipe as 
has ever n placed on this coast; in 
fact there tg only one other pipe which 
equals it im dimemsions, and that be- 
longs to the Spring Valley Water 
Company, San Francisco. It is made 
of No. 11 iron—next in thickness to 
boiler iron—and will stand a pressure 
of 250 pounds to the square inch. It 
was rolled in Pittsburgh expressly for 
this work. The best feature is that 
the pipe is of home manufacture. It 
was said at first that this size could not 
be made here, but the Lacy Manufac- 
turing Company undertook it, and are 
doing ajob which meets the heart 
approbation of the water company. 
good idea of the size of the pipe can be 
given when it is stated that a man can 
walk through it and shove a wheelbar- 
row ahead of him. Its capacity is ten 
millions of gallons of water per day. 

This pipe is now laid fur a distance 
of about two miles, leaving another 
mile to be laid. 

THE DARBY RESERVOIR SITE. 

This is a natural depression in the 
foothills on the right bank of the river, 
about three miles distant from the city 
reservoir. The company owns at this 

lace five and a half acres of land, and 

as about concluded the purchase of 
two acres more. A retaining wall 
thrown across the lower end will make 
a reservoir with a capacity of 30,000,000 
gallons. It will have a pressure level 
twenty-eight feet higher than the pres- 
ent reservoir in this city, and will con- 
sequently be of just that much greater 
service. Below this is another reser- 
voir site, which, when improved, will 
have a capacity of 30,000,000 gallons, 
and a mage ey level thirty-one feet 
higher than the city reservoir. 

LARGE STORAGE CAPACITY. _ 

Both of these reservoirs are to be 
supplied through the great 44-inch 
main and another pipe line to be con- 
structed. From these reservoirs a 
supply will be brought into the city 
under much greater pressure than is 
possible now. The immense storage 
capacity added will also be a great ad- 
vantage. With the present city reser- 
voir (14,090,000 gallons,) the East Side 
| reservoir 82 g — and the 
two new reseryoits up ver, the 
000,000 gallons. 

The total consumption of the city 
at the present time is about eight 
million gallons aday. It will thus be 
seen that the water system will carry a 
large reserve surplus for emergencies, 
but will alag be sufficient to supply Los 
Angeles when it shall have grown to 
several times its present proportions. 

AN EXTRA HIGH SERVICE. 

Whatever may be lacking in point of 
pressure when the new reservoirs are 
in use the company proposes to sup- 
ply by an independent pumping sys- 
tem in the city. They have deter- 
mined not only to 2 water =e 
the highest hills in Angeles, but 
they will put it there with sufficient 

ressure to throw it over the highest 

uildings thereon. The pumps, en- 
gines and other appliances fora plant 
of the Holly system have been pur- 
chased in the East, and would have 
been here and in operation some time 
ago had it not been for the misfortunes 
incident to the flood which overtook 
the company last winter. It is pro- 
posed to establish these pumping 
works at the city reservoir, and force 
the water directly into the pipes of the 
high hill service. 

ith the Holly system in use, fire en- 
gines out in the hills may be dispensed 
with, and that part of the city can 
have better protection against fire than 
the lower sections. Extra pressure be- 
ing putin at the pumping works. a 
hose may be attached to any hydrant 
and be ready for use at five-minutes’ 
notice. | 
EAST SIDE SYSTEM. 

Independent of the main systems 
here outlined is another water service 
owned by the same company. It is 
known as the Rogers or Garvanza sys- 
tem, which takes its supply from the 
bed of the Arroyo Seco, near Gar- 
vanza, and supplies the higher 
sections of East Los Angeles. his 
supply is susceptible of great develop- 
ment by a submerged dam, and it fur- 
nishes the best quality of water. With- 
out doubt the quantity can be increased 
so as to furnish a supply for the whole 
of East Los Angeles and Boyle Heights. 
IT COSTS MONEY. 
It was stated that the water com- 
pany invested some ‘$425,000 in im- 
proving its works three years 
ago. They are now spending an 
additional sum of $250,000 in the new 
work above outlined, including the

The Committee Make a Full Report

About a month ago members of the 
State Bar Association visited this city 
and asked the Los Angeles Bar Asso- 
ciation to appoint a committee upon 
reform of the appellate system.

In article 6 of the > Constitution no 
changes seem necessary regarding the Su- 
perior Court; if, however, the amendment 
creating an intermediate court, as recom- 
mended by the committee, be adopted, it 
will be necessary to amend certain sections 
of article 6, so as to adapt the same to

dun WATER SUPPLY. 


On account of the importance and 

timeliness of the water question—a 
question of the first magnitude to the 
city, now and in the future—large 
space is given today to a description of 
the present system of the City Water 
Company. The points of the article 
were mainly obtained from the com- 
pany itself, and it is unnecessary to 
say that the description given is there- 
fore as favorable to the existing sys- 
tem as the facts will justify. . 
The extent and completeness of the 
system will surprise many citizens, 
even old residents, and gives some idea 
of the nature and value of the prop- 
erty that will ultimately fall into the 
hands of the city by the terms of the 
charter. 
The question of the city’s acquiring 
this property, even possibly betore the 
expiration of the eight years or so dur- 
ing which the company’s franchise is 
still to run, and also of acquiring 
other systems and sources of supply, 
and consolidating the whole into one 
— yom municipal system, is now be- 
fore general committee of citizens. 
This committee and its various sub- 
committees are patiently at work on 
the large problem, with the aim of 
doing a substantial service to the city 
and all its people. They aimto devise a 
plan that will enable the municipality to 
become the complete owner of its 
entire water supply, whether in 
sight, subterranean or prospective, 
without crippling the corporation in 
its finances, and without injustice to 
private individuals or companies, and 
yet firmly asserting the superior rights 
of the public over those of private per- 
sons or combinations. : 

In the course of the investigations 
now going on at the hands of the citi- 
zens’ committee, it need not surprise 
anybody if facts are developed touch- 
ing some of the means of 
our present water ‘supply, its 
sources, quality, quantity and cost, 
which will be found new and 
startling, and possibly at variance with 
preconceived notions in some quar- 
ters. 

The investigation, at any rate, will 
do good; and if it results in finally 
placing the ownership, control and 
distribution of the entire water supply 
in the hands ofthe people, giving them 
pure and abundant water at moderate 
prices,a great public good will have 
been achieved. 


ARIZONA AND NEVADA, ¥ 


In an interview published in yester- 
day’s Times, Secretary Murphy of 
of that Territory would probably not 
go over sixty thousand.

is no reason to believe that it will be 
largely in excess of the population in 
1880, when it was forty thousand four 
hundred and forty-one. The popula- 
tions of Arizona and Los Angeles city 
are probably about the same. 

Arizona is not the only political 
division of the Pacific Coast which has 
fallen far short of its expectations. 
The silver-producing regions have been 
having a hard time of it during the 
past ten years, owing to the unfriendly 
silver legislation of 1873. Nevada, 
which is not a Territory, but a full- 
blown State, finds itself in even a 
worse fix than Arizona. A recent ed- 
itorial comment by the San Francisco’ 
Call on the situation in that State has 
caused much indignation among the 
Nevada delegation at Washington. 
The following are some of the Call’s 
remarks, which are fully justified by 
the circumstances: 


Upon the system which enables twelve 
thousand and five hundred voters in Ne- 
vada to send two Senators and one Repre- 
sentative to Washington, it is not now nec- 
essary to dwell. A more pressing question 
is bow sball these twelve thousand and five 
hundred voters raise the money to carry on 
a State government, with a swarm of offices, 
and to supporta Legislature of sixty mem- 
bers, a school system, a judiciary system 
and a number of county organizations? The 
burden is manifestly heavier than they can 
bear. It would not have been borne quietly 
as long as it has had not rich men been 
found willing to share it, on condition of 
being chosen in person or by deputy to fill 
the post of United States Senator. ‘This, of 
course, Cannot go on forever. ‘The Senate 
will not sanction an open auction of seats 
la its midst, and the secret of the tenure by 
which Nevada Senators hold cannot always 
be kept. Sooner or later the people of the 
State will de brought face to face with the 
et that they cannot afford to walntain a

There is hope, however, for both 
Arizona and Nevada. The stimulat- 
ing effect of the recent silver legisla- 
tion upon mining, all along the coust, 
will be immediate and very marked.

SOUTHERN BILE. 


Southern papers frequently complain 
because doubts are expressed in the 
North as to the bona fide acceptance 
of the issue of the war by a large ma- 
jority of southern people, Such doubts 
would be less generally entertained 
were it not that we are constantly 
meeting with utterances in southern 
papers which fully confirm them. 
Thus, the Greenville (S. C.) News, in an 
editorial headed The Inglorious 
Fourth,“ after stating that nobody in 
the South appears to have manifested 
much enthusiasm on that day; that 
it would have been hard for them to 
rejoice very heartily, goes on to re- 
mark that they will celebrate it here- 
after,” and adds: 

We are not beaten. We were not made to 
be beaten. The southern stock is not of 
the kind that submits — 1 to wrongs 
and cringes obediently under burdens and 
blows. We will win and hold and rule the 
country given us to keep against Reed. Har- 
rison 2 Lodge as we did against Conkling, 
Grant, Stevens and Morton. 

They cannot conquer us with bills or bay- 
onets either. The South will stand for her 
rights of local self-government and honest 
representation of the people, and will have 
them; and she will be proudly exulting and 
gloriously celebrating many independence 
days when the Republican party is dead, 
buried and decayed, and the infamous 
leaders in its infamy are remembered only 
2 foul and shameful creatures of a 
time. 

As long as such expressions as these 
are printed in southern papers and ap- 
proved of by southern people, it is not 
surprising that we of the old free 
States are slow to believe that the 
white population of the Southern 


States is yet thoroughly reconstructed. 


Tue Silver Bill has become a law. 
which is well, as far as the United 
States is concerned. To obtain the 
full benefits of the measure, however, 
it will be necessary to have an agree- 
ment on the subject of silver currency 
with other leading nations. To 
this end, Senator Teller has 
proposed that an inter-national bi- 
metullic conference shall be held 
There is a rapidly-growing sen- 
timent in England in favor of silver, 
as witness the following extract from 
a recent article in the London World: 

Here we ate today confronted with the 
remarkable fact that not legislation, but the 
mere prospect of legislation, has raisea the 
ratio of silver to gold from twenty-one to 
one to nineteen to one, and in so doing has 
enhanced the value of the various silver se- 
curities dealtinon the London market by 
at least 000.000. It is extraordinary 
thatin the face of these results ple can 
still be found to deny that the sliver ques- 
tion is farand away the most important 
issue of the day. e are confident, how- 
ever, that the corner has at last been turned ; 
tbat the world, after sixteen years of suffer- 
ing, is pow coming to ite senses, and that, 
thanks to the political enlightenment of the 
American Nation, the period of a legislated 
contraction of the currency is drawing to a 
close. if this be the case, the various in- 
dustries of this country, and especially the 
landed interests, are now atthe dawn of a 
bright day. 

A DANGER threatens this State 
which calls for legislative interference. 
A leading lumber dealer of Michigan 
is buying timber lands along the Sierra 
Nevadas, and is said to make no secret 
of the fact that he represents a syndi- 
cate which proposes to cut down the 
forests on the coast. The inevitable 
result ef such action will be that the 
water courses which these forests 
shelter will dry up, and the plains be- 
low will become arid wastes. This 
has been the experience of many ex 
tensive regions in the Old World, once 
fertile and teeming with population, 
now dry and forbidding deserts. The 
governments of Europe know the value 
of trees on the mountain sides as con- 
servators of moisture, and carefully 
guard them from wholesale destruc- 
tion. It is an important question 
there; it is still more so in California, 
where, in many of the interior valleys, 
land without water is valuable only 
‘for grazing. This is a serious matter, 
and should be considered by our leg- 
islators when next they meet.

LAKE City (Minn.,) July 15.—|By 


was made to reverberate this morning 
with the thunder of dynamite, which 
was brought into requisition in the 
hope that it would be of help in bring- 
ing some of the as yet unrecovered 
bodies to the surface. The country 
people, who drove in from all direc- 
tions yesterday, were again on hand,

to the cabin. This fact may be the 
ground for the rumor. 

Another rumor that caused great in- 
diguation accused the Captain of order- 
ing the cabin door locked and keeping 
the ple inside. Miss Aggie Barton 
of ke City, ons of those rescued 
from the barge, says all the women and 
children were ordered into the cabin 
from the barge. It would be natural 
for the Captain to do this, as it was in- 
tensely dark and the rain and hail 
made it extremely disagréeable to re- 
main on the barge. 

On the other hand, the engineer says 
the Captain thougndt the barger safer 
than the steamer, and sent an order 
down to the cabin for the women and 
children to goon the barge. Instead 
of carrying the order correctly the man 
told them to stay in 1 and 

Previous to that most of the women 
left the barge for the steamer, telling 
the engineer a of men on the 
barge were drunk and bad been acting 
in an objectionable manner, and they 
would not stay there. Whether these 
be facts or not it is certain the doors 
were shut, if not locked, when the res- 
cuers reached the steamer, and every- 
thing indicated they had been closed 
throughout the gale. 

THE CAPTAIN DEFENDED. 

Judge Bayrell of Argyle, who was 
on the boat, gives positive evidence 
against the charge of drunkenness. 
He says the Captain was not only sober 
but was fully conscious of the presence 
of the storm, although not fully appre- 
ciating its gravity. The Captain 
walked through the cabin quietly, try- 
ing to calm excited passengers, 
tellin them he did not think there was 
any danger, but if they wished they 
could put on life preservers and prepare 
for the worst possibility. A few min- 
utes later he once more made the same 
suggestion. The charge against the 
crew probably originated in the be- 
havior of some of the drunken male 
passengers on the barge. Seeing the 
severity of the storm, the Captain 
wished those who were on the barge 
at the mercy of the wind and rain and 
hail, to seek refuge in the cabin, but 
later be considered the barge the 
safer place, and ordered the women 
and children to remove there. His 
order miscarried, or at least such 
seems to have been the case. 

Lawyer Greer of Lake City believed 
that if the people had known that part 
of the lake many could have escaped, 
and cites the experience of Harry 
Mabey. Young Mabey was on board 
the Sea Wing, and when she drifted 
around below the point where she 

ounded for a short time on the bar, 

owing that the water there was 
shallow, he jumped overboard and 
reached land easily. From that bar 
the steamer drifted along the shore, 
keeping about forty or fifty yards out. 

All along there the bottom slopes very 
gradually down, so that nearly all 
could have reached shore had they 
known this fact.

When a limb is bending with too 
much of a load of fruit the custom is 
to prop it up—perhaps the more usual 
custom is to let it break down.

The practice 
of the best orchardists is never to prop 
up an overburdened branch. it it 
cannot support its load, it cannot bring 
it to maturity. Fruit pruning is yet 
an infant industry.“ It seems mur- 
derous to pick off half or more of a 
half-grown “ree, but it will invariably 
pay to do so. hat is lost in number 
will be more than made good in size 
and appearance, and better still, in 
quality. In order to realize first-class 
prices our fruit must be first-class in 
the above respects. Experiment in 
this line brother fruit-grower, or vou'll 
get left in the race. 


Mr. A. A. Curtis has recently fin- 
ished putting in over ten acres of blue 
gums, eastern black walnuts and Cali- 
fornia black walnuts on his timber 
culture claim, balf a mile north of 
town. As he planted them only eight 
feet apart, they will make a beautiful 
and valuable grove if he succeds in 
getting a good stand. We notice in 
some of our exchages that soft-shell 
walnuts do well grafted on black wal- 
nut stock. This might be worth try- 
ing by men with timber culture claims 
after they have proved up.—[San Ber- 
nardino Times-Iudex.

Drying Apricots. 
{Fruit Grower. | 

Another fruit-drying season is at 
hand and work has commenced on 
apricots in the early districts. We 
have explained in detail the methods of 
conducting drying operations so many 
times ip the past, that we will content 
ourselves at this time with the general 
arrangements for drying apricots. 
Nearly every grower and drier has a 
pet scheme of his own, and these vary 
only as to detail, while the general op- 
erations are very much the same in all 
parts of the State. In the south- 
ern portion of the State, in somo 
few instances in the Santa Ciara Val- 
ley, apricots for drying are shaken 
from the trees into sheets specially 
arranged to receive the same to pre- 
vent them from being bruised, but the 
usual method is to carefully pick the 
fruit. You should allow 2 
to thoroughly ripen upon the trees, 
fully matured fruit weighs the most, 
possesses the fullest flavor and makes 
the best dried product. Don’t allow 
your fruit to stand any length of time 
after picking, but commence cutting 
at once and see that the cutters 
keep = with the pickers. To 
make a choice article of dried fruit you 
should cut your apricots into two 
halves and not split them open as some 
do. To cut the apricots perfectly, hold 
the knife motionless in one hand, while 
with the other, using a 1 pressure, 
turn the apricot around with a quick 
movement, and the cut will end at the 
point of commencement, when the pit 
will fall out or can be thrown out with 
the knife. To save a second handling, 
cut your fruit directly on to the trays, 
placing the fruit skin-side down or 
next the tray, using care not to 
crowd the tray with too much fruit. 

For drying in the sun several sizes 
of trays are used, as best suits the 
dryer’s convenience. The common 
sizes are three by three and three by 
six feet. The latter size is only used 
where large operations are cond 
and cars are in use to convey the fruit 


size trays ery two competent per- 
sons, Bs at either end. to Randle the 
same. As the trays are filled with cut 
fruit, they should placed in the sul- 
phur box and sulphured immediately 
to prevent discoloration. You should 
avoid over-sulphurin im- 
proper sulphuring. Thirty to forty 
minutes are quite sufficient. X our 
= hur chest should be well ventilated 

in such a manner that the venti- 
ow can be closed when the box is 
filled with sulphur fumes. Very many 
burn the sulphur in the box or house 
which contains the trays of fresh-cut 
fruit, while others burn the sulphur in 
a small furnace just outside and con- 
duct the fumes to the fruit by means 
of pipes; but, in either case, proper 
ventilation and a current of air should 
be bad when the sulphur is first ignited, 
as sulphuring cannot be properly done 
in an air-tigbt box. 

Sun- drying is the proper method in 
districts that will permit of it, and the 
fruit should be on the drying ground 
not later than 8 o’clock in the afternoon, 
us a few hours’ hot sunshine after sul- 
phuring is of the greatest value, as it 
assists in preventing the fruit from dis- 
coloring. This is a matter of consider- 
able importance. If your drying 
ground is properly prepared, or if 
you have a field in the immediate 
neighborhood from which hay or 
alfalfa has just been cut, you should 
place your trays directly upon 
the ground, as in this position the 
fruit will retain the heat much longer 
after sundown. In case you are 
obliged to dry in a portion of your 
orchard, you should arrange racks by 
driving ‘stakes tirmly into the ground 
at equal distances, nailing to the sides 
thereof a fence board or other narrow 
strip, so that.you may place the ends 
of your trays upon the same and thus 
elevate the fruit two and a half feet 
from the greund. This will prevent 
the dust, caused by walking about 
among the trays, from settling on the 
fruit. Use care and do not dry your 
fruit too hard. The fruit when taken 
from the drying trays should be pliable 
13 leathery and not as dry and hard as 

bone. When properly dried you can 


ng house to sweat and equalize; or, 
whatis better, place it in sweat boxes 
holding about sixty unds each, 
Watch the “fruit carefully for the first 
few days, and, if inclined to heat, pour 
from one box to the other, or turn the 
fruit in the pile with a large wooden 
sbovel as often as necessary. If spread 
upon the floor of your fruit packing 
house, be sure that the doors and win- 
dows are carefully protected against 
insects by wire screens. 

Very many dryers dip their fruit in 
scalding hot water just prior to packing. 
This method we do not advise nor con- 
sider necessary. It is usually done b 
packers who desire to pack what we call 
„bone dry“ fruit in twenty-five-pound 
boxes. The object is to soften the fruit 
so that it will pack closely in the box 
with a press; but, as the great bulk of 


our fruit is purchased in 
sacks, this method is not neces- 
sary, and, on the other hand, 


„it the fruit is taken up from the 


drying trays at the proper time and 
properly sweated or equalized, there is 
necessity for dipping even for pack- 
in boxes. A great proportion of 
te dried fruit crop of the State is 
tn ae by sample prior to its being 
packed for shipment, the purchaser 
usually designating the style of pack- 
age he desires, so that unless you are 
packing for an established trade under 
your own private brand, it is hardly 
necessary to pack your fruit unless it 
bas been sold. If you box your fruit, 
the merchantable sizes are twenty-tive 
and fifty pounds. >
